National League for Service Mem-
bers Inepired by Love for
Fighting Men

It may be because most of them have sons
or husbands In service that the thousand or
more membere of the Germantown branch,
National League for Women's Servics, nre
nocomplishing such wonderful war work, At
any rate, they are striving to be no less
roldiera than the men at the front, and they

have bullt up an orgunigation 1ttle leas pers
feet than the great milltary system of today,
In fewer than twenty-four hours 1000
women may be called together for emergency
work of any sort. They have demonstrated
thelr effiolency In B0 many cases that thae
Government repeatedly calls on them for
furtheg service. When a registration of wom-
en was wanted this spring the houss-to-house
canvass committee of U50 members, with
Mrs, Willlam . Marshall as chalrman, took
up the work and turned in the names and
data concerning 16,000 women of German-
town alone, In Liberty loan, war-savings
stamps and all other drives this committes
has accomplished wonders
